REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. Claims 33, 94 and 106 all claim a process for producing a gas from a carbonaceous 
material which comprises a fluidized bed and a solids collection reservoir located below the 
fluidized bed. A gaseous medium is fed through the solids collection reservoir and into the 
bottom portion of the fluidized. The prior art teaches such a process. However, the prior art 
neither teaches nor suggests a process in which the solids collection reservoir, which is separate 
from the fluidized bed, receives carbon solids directly from the fluidized bed, and then 
oxidizes/gasifies them and directs the effluent from the oxidation/gasification to the fluidized 
bed.
